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Cycling link to boost tourism

DORCHESTER and Wey¬ 
mouth will get to share in 
a massive new cycle proj¬ 
ect to encourage cycling 
tourism in France and 
South-West England with 
the creation of three new 
routes taking in destina¬ 
tions on both sides of the 
Channel. 

Businesses are being en¬ 
couraged to brush up on 
their French in preparation 
for thousands of two¬ 
wheeled tourists coming to 
our shores following the 
announcement of a £7.6m 
illion initiative, which will 
boost green tourism with 
both towns, particularly 
Dorchester, set to benefit. 

Not only will it boost 
tourist attractions, it is ex¬ 
pected to stimulate oppor¬ 
tunities for bed and 
breakfast establishments, 
cafes, camp sites, pubs and 
shops. 

There will also be new 
business opportunities in 
markets for cycle hire, cy¬ 
cling holidays, guided 
rides and baggage serv¬ 


ices, which it is hoped the 
project will stimulate. 

“Cycle West” has se¬ 
cured European funding to 
develop and promote cycle 
tourism for the ever-grow¬ 
ing international army of 
“visitors on wheels” with 
some 1,100 miles of new 
and enjoyable cycling 
routes, which will take in 
some of the most beautiful 
countryside and outstand¬ 
ing attractions in South- 
West England, Normandy 
and Brittany. 

At the launch in London 
last week, project leaders 
reported on the progress to 
date and set out their vi¬ 
sion for a future, and the 
Channel will present no 
obstacle to the routes in ei¬ 
ther country as ferry trans¬ 
port including in and out of 
Weymouth will enable cy¬ 
clists to continue on the 
other side. 

The 17 French and Eng¬ 
lish partners behind the 
project (which includes 
Dorset County Council 
and Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council) believe

the end result will be a 
huge boost in tourism - not 
only from overseas visitors 
but also from within their 
own countries. 

Dorset features promi¬ 
nently in two of the three 
new routes. 

The “Tour de Manche” is 
a 600 mile loop between 
Roscoff, Mont Saint 
Michel, Cherbourg, Poole, 
Dorchester, Torbay, Ply¬ 
mouth and back to 
Roscoff. It hugs the coast¬ 
line on both sides of the 
English Channel, and 


passes though some sites 
of exceptional natural in¬ 
terest including the Juras¬ 
sic coast. 

The shorter “Petit Tour 
de Manche” is 240 miles 
long; a circular route be¬ 
tween St Malo, Mont Saint 
Michel, Cherbourg, Poole, 
Dorchester, Weymouth, 
Jersey and back to St 
Malo. 

Adam Bows of Dorset 
County Council is leading 
the three-year project 
within the county, using 
the European funding to 


oversee £270,000 worth of 
improvements to existing 
cycle routes, completing 
missing links and in¬ 
stalling cycle parking at 
key attractions. 

“This is a good opportu¬ 
nity for the county to di¬ 
versify and appeal to 
holidaymakers that don’t 
necessarily want a ‘bucket 
and spade’ holiday or a 
quiet weekend in the coun¬ 
try,” he said. 

“We have miles of routes 
on quiet roads, bridleways 
and traffic free routes that 


really allow you to explore 
the beauty of our local 
countryside and coastline 
- some of which has 
World Heritage status.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Councillor Andy 
Blackwood, Briefholder 
for Leisure and Tourism 
said: “The whole nature of 
tourism is changing and 
this is a fantastic chance 
for us to broaden our offer 
to appeal to the many peo¬ 
ple who want to have an 
adventure or a new experi¬ 
ence on their holidays.”

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JULIA O'Kelly has lived in Lyme Regis for more 
than 30 years after previously living in Har- 
combe. 

Ever since she moved to the town with her 
husband and two sons she has been a very in¬ 
volved with the community. 

She has a very musical background, as her 
mother was a professional musician and many 
members of her family have performed in or¬ 
chestras and choirs. 

Julia is also a keen musician and has per¬ 
formed in many musical groups and she even 
formed a choir of her own. 

Julia has also been involved with The 
Woodroffe School where she has been a gov¬ 
ernor for a number of years. 


■ WHAT do you like and dislike about Lyme Regis? 

I love the situation and the scenery. It’s all so peaceful 
and almost otherworldly. Except in the holidays when 
it can sometimes be frustrating not being able to find a 
parking space or cross the road when it is busy. But you 
have to remind yourself that we have this beautiful 
place to live all year round, and it’s only fair that we 
have to share it. The only thing I dislike about Lyme is 
the inconvenience of it. But of course if it weren’t so 
isolated, it wouldn’t be as peaceful as it is. 

■ WHAT are the biggest changes you have seen in 
the area? 

The biggest change since I first moved here would 
probably be the costal protection scheme. When I 
moved here the main beach had breakwaters going 
down, and it wasn’t as clean looking as it is now. So on 
the whole that has been a big improvement. 

■ WHAT is your favourite kind of music? 

I love most music really, but I particulary love choral 
music. When I was younger I conducted my school 
choir, from there I went on to perform with many other 
choirs throughout my life. But I also enjoy a bit of me¬ 
dieval and modem jazz, it depends on my mood really. 

■ WHAT does your own music group involve? 

We have met every last Thursday of every month, for 
the past 30 years. We are simply a group of friends who 
meet round my kitchen table and sing for fun. We 
mostly sing acapella, but we also sing folk songs, spir¬ 
ituals and some motets. We sing whatever choral work 
possible. We are not a performing choir, however, I am 
also involved in a performing choral society. 



■ DO you ever go and meet with other similar 
groups? 

Yes, quite often. We have been on fellowship holidays, 
in which walking and singing is combined. We take 
part in visiting lovely hotels up and down the country 
with other singers and groups like us. It is normally a 
professional who leads the singing, and it is a nice 
break to enjoy myself and let somebody else be the 
boss. 
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■ DO you think there are many opportunities lo¬ 
cally to go and watch live music? 

There is more than I would have first expected. For ex¬ 
ample, there are lunchtime performances in Axminster, 
some of which are wonderful, there is also a Somerset 
choir, and concerts in Bridport. If you really watch the 
newspapers, there really is a lot going on. 

■ IF you could meet any famous musician who 
would it be? 

That’s a very good question. It would have to be Bach, 
he is my favourite composer of choral music. He com¬ 
posed many works on the piano, but the finest in my 
opinion is the St Matthew passion. 

■ OTHER than music, do you have any other hob¬ 
bies or interests? 

Well, I am just dotty about animals. I owned a horse for 
12 years and that was possibly the happiest period of 
my life. I’ve always had dogs, I sometimes look after 
my neighbour’s chickens and I also have gold fish. 

■ WHAT is your involvement with The Woodroffe 
School? 

I have been very much involved over the yeasr. I started 
out as being a member of the PTA and I later went on 
to be secretary of the PTA. Then somebody suggested 
I put myself up for governor, which I found hilarious 
at the time. But I did, and was voted Governor twice 
by the parents of Woodroffe. That is something I am 
very proud of. I very much enjoyed being involved in 
the school and have a great amount of admiration for 
the staff. However, in all my years at Woodroffe, I 
never understood how 800 students managed to move 
around at the bell and not bump into one another.

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Dementia roadshow service launched

THE first ever Dementia Community Roadshow was 
launched in Dorchester last week to help carry informa¬ 
tion and advice about the condition, which is estimated 
to affect 69,000 people in the South West. 

Run in conjunction with Tesco, for whom the 
Alzheimers Society and Alzheimer Scotland are their 
charity of the year, the roadshow aims to reach 100,000 
people over three years when it will visit Tesco car parks 
across the UK spending two days at every store it visits. 

Actor John Altman, a passionate Alzheimer’s Society 
supporter, was in attendance to launch England’s first 
ever roadshow at Dorchester’s Tesco store. 

Dorset has the worst rates of diagnosis and three quar- 
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ters (75 per cent) of people living with dementia do not 
have a diagnosis compared to a national average of 60 
per cent. 

A formal diagnosis is vital for people with dementia 
so they can access drugs, support and advice to enable 
them to live well with the condition. 

It is hoped the exhibition will help raise awareness, 
provide vital information and advice on dementia, di¬ 
rect people to essential local services and help bring 
people concerned about their memory one step closer 
to achieving a diagnosis. 

John Altman, familiar to many as EastEnders villain 
nasty Nick Cotton, said: “My father had dementia and 
now a close friend has dementia with Lewy bodies, so 
I know what a cruel condition it is and the devastating 
impact it has on families. I hope this roadshow contin¬ 
ues to lift the taboos around dementia and I’d really en¬ 
courage anyone with questions about dementia to come 
down and find out more.” 

Debbie Donnison, Area Manager South West, 
Alzheimer’s Society, said: “It’s really worrying that so 
many with dementia in the South West don’t have ac¬ 
cess to the help and support they need to live well with 
the condition. This partnership with Tesco will help us 
reach out to communities and encourage people to visit 
their GP.”

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New chairman for DFA 


DORSET COUNTY councillor Rebecca Knox was named 
the new chairman of the Dorset Fire Authority (DFA) 
at their meeting at their service headquarters in 
Poundbury last Wednesday, where they also agreed 
to a proposal to relocate the control room from its cur¬ 
rent location at County Hall to Poundbury producing 
a net saving of £39k annually. 

The new chairman will take up the reigns from Coun¬ 
cillor Chris Bulteel, whilst new vice-chair Councillor 
Barry Goldbart (Bournemouth Borough Council) will 
succeed Councillor David Fox, and both paid tribute 
to the sterling work of their respective predecessors. 

Rebecca said:"I am delighted to have had such sup¬ 
port from Fire Authority members in being elected 
into such a key role. My predecessor, Chris Bulteel, 
made a real impact in his time as chairman and I hope 
to continue that first class work with the first class 
service that Dorset Fire and Rescue Service provides 
to our county." 

Rebecca has been a member of Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil since 2009, representing the Beaminster division in 
West Dorset, and a Beaminster Town Councillor since 
2007. 

She joined the Fire Authority in July 2009. She has 
also held a number of key roles within both the 
County Council and Fire Authority, being Member 
Champion for Environmental Sustainability and for 
Equality and Diversity, as well being part of the Fire 
Authority Audit and Scrutiny Committee and the 
Budget Working Group. 

Working alongside her as vice-chairman will be 
Councillor Barry Goldbart who was elected to the Lon¬ 
don Borough of Brent Council in 1974 and, after a per¬ 
manent move to Bournemouth in 1985, was elected 
to Bournemouth Council in 2003. Barry joined the Fire 
Authority in June 2007 and was elected as Mayor of 
Bournemouth in May 2010. 

"I am also very much looking forward to helping to 
support the authority through the next few years. 
David Fox was also a key figure for many years and his 
efforts both as former chairman and more recently as 
vice-chairman have undoubtedly gone a long way to¬ 
wards the authority and service being what they are 
today." 


Chief Fire Officer, Darran Gunter said: "There is little 
doubt that the commitment and political leadership 
provided by the Dorset Fire Authority has a significant 
bearing on the overall performance of the service. 

"I am delighted that Councillor Rebecca Knox has 
been appointed as chairman and Councillor Barry 
Goldbart as her deputy. 

"I have worked with both individuals over several 
years and look forward to closer working in terms of 
their new positions. Dorset Fire and Rescue Service, 
like all public services faces a very uncertain future, it 
is therefore crucial that at this time more than ever we 
have leadership throughout the authority and service 
that is committed to improving our service and main¬ 
taining the safety of our communities." 

The authority also supported a proposal to keep 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service's Fire Control in Dorch¬ 
ester after considering a report which covered a range 
of options following the Government's cancellation of 
the regional control centre project. 

Members of the authority agreed an option which 
would retain and develop the role of the existing 
Dorset Fire Control and work with neighbouring fire 
and rescue services to enhance operational resilience.

AN INJURED walker 
who was stricken in Pud- 
dletown forest has 
thanked the off duty po¬ 
lice officer who came to 
her aid. 

On the morning of Sat¬ 
urday, June 4th, PC 
Jacqui Allen - who is a 
response officer based in 
Dorchester - was enjoy¬ 
ing a ride on her horse 
through Puddletown For¬ 
est when a man came 
running towards her and 
asked her to help his in¬ 
jured wife. 

The man, Alan Sher¬ 
riffs, said that his 63- 
year-old wife Ann had 
slipped on a high ridge 
while they were out 
walking their two dogs 
and she had badly hurt 
her ankle. 

Mr Sherriffs used PC 
Allen’s mobile phone to 
call an ambulance, but as 
PC Allen had a better 
knowledge of the forest, 
she spoke to the ambu¬ 
lance controller to ex¬ 
plain exactly where they 
were located. 

PC Allen stopped four 
cyclists that were cycling 
through the forest and 
asked them to go to the 
road to meet the para¬ 
medics and direct them 


back. Two other women 
riding horses appeared 
and were eager to help. 

They rode their horses 
up the very steep hill that 
the injured Mrs Sherriffs 
was at the top of so they 
could wait with her until 
the paramedics arrived. 

The barriers into the 
forest were padlocked 
shut so the four cyclists 
assisted the ambulance 
crew by carrying their 
medical equipment for 
approximately one mile 
to where Mrs Sherriffs 
was located. 

The paramedics de¬ 
cided that the safest way 
to get Mrs Sherriffs to 
hospital was by air am¬ 
bulance due to the diffi¬ 
cult terrain within the 
forest and the distance 
between Mrs Sherriffs 
and the ambulance. 

Mrs Sherriffs was taken 
to Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal by the air ambulance 
where it was confirmed 
that she had fractured her 
left ankle. 

Mrs Sherriffs said: “I 
was so impressed by the 
care and concern shown 
by everybody and it was 
very humbling to see that 
people went out of their 
way to stop and help. 


“The ambulance crews 
were extremely profes¬ 
sional and I cannot speak 
too highly of the care I 
received at A&E in 
Dorchester. 

“I'd like also to thank 
the ladies on horseback 
and the mountain bikers 
for helping. 

“Unfortunately I don't 
have their names but 
when my husband shook 
their hands, the mountain 
bikers said they had to be 
on their way to see if they 
could find somebody else 
to save! 

“Jacqui Allen was su¬ 
perb and a credit to the 
police force. I am so 
grateful to everybody.” 

Dorchester Neighbour¬ 
hood Inspector, Les Fry, 
said: “PC Allen delivered 
a really good level of 
service to the injured Mrs 
Sherriffs while she was 
off duty. 

“PC Allen’s efforts, and 
the efforts of everyone 
else that helped, were 
very commendable and 
they should all be proud 
of the support that they 
provided. 

“I am glad that Mrs 
Sherriffs is on the mend 
and I wish her a swift re¬ 
covery.”

Drumming a different kind of beat 


SCHOOLS in Dorchester had a rare 
chance to work with high quality in¬ 
ternational world musicians when 
ShivaNova came to town to perform 
at Dorchester Arts Centre. 

A cutting-edge world music com¬ 
pany with an international reputation, 
ShivaNova are an ensemble of musi¬ 
cians from around the world, led by 
composer Priti Paintal, who blend 
urban and folk, jazz and ambient 


sounds with influences from Indian, 
African, Caribbean and Western music. 

They celebrate cultural diversity 
through music as well as through 
other art-forms including storytelling, 
dance, visual art and projection, circus 
and theatre. 

The talented musicians spent three 
days working with year eight students 
in Dorchester's Middle Schools where 


over one hundred children took part 
in workshops in Indian percussion, 
African drumming and Indian vocal 
harmonies.

T HE Dorset Red Cross was formed 
in March 1911 to train Voluntary 
Aid Detachments to support the 
Territorial Medical Service. 

World War I was still three years away 
but some already feared its inevitability. It 
would not be long before wounded men 
would be coming home, and the new 
branch set up reception stations, hospitals 
and convalescent homes. 

One hundred years later, the Dorset Red 
Cross celebrated its centenary in Maum¬ 
bury Rings, Dorchester, and invited the 
people of the county town to join the party. 
Following a vociferous welcome and ap¬ 


propriate ode from Town Crier Alistair 
Chisholm, the event was officially opened 
by the Lord Lieutenant of Dorset, Mrs Va¬ 
lerie Pitt-Rivers who has her own family 
connections to the Dorset Red Cross. 

“Today is an excellent opportunity to 
find out more about the Red Cross in 
Dorset and the tremendous work it does,” 
she said. 

Throughout the afternoon there were dis¬ 
plays of Every Day First Aid and Casualty 
Simulation. There was advice on the Med¬ 
ical Equipment Service and the many 
ways it can assist people who need help in 
their every day lives, as well as informa¬ 


tion from the tracing service that utilises 
its skills to bring families together follow¬ 
ing conflict, disaster and migration. 

There were ambulances, cars, vans and 
buses, all serving the Red Cross in a vari¬ 
ety of ways, as well as some very elegant 
ladies in uniforms both old and new. 

And many of the Red Cross volunteers, 
who put in many hours of hard work and 
are dedicated to the roles they play, were 
on hand to chat to members of the public 
and give advice on the many aspects of the 
Red Cross. An interesting information 
sheet gave details of other events of note 
that occurred in 1911. 

Visitors were kept fuelled by an excellent 
barbecue and lubricated with tea, coffee 
and cold drinks. 

A bouncy castle and circus skills kept the 
children occupied, whilst musical inter¬ 
ludes were provided by the Dinnerladies, 
the Harmonious Funk Choir, and Brass 
Tacks. And the superb GwellC dance 
group from Weymouth performed an 
amazing piece entitled Force. 

Depicting the armed forces and global 
conflict it was brilliantly choreographed. 
It was evident why this bunch of 15 to 18- 
year-olds won the Best of Dorset Street 
Dance Competition. Free runners and 
gymnasts were also due to take part. 

Things have moved on since its concep¬ 
tion in 1911. The Dorset Red Cross is now 
firmly ensconced in its new premises on 
Poundbury, having outgrown its former 
home in Acland Road. 

And it will continue to grow and con¬ 
tinue to reach out when and where it is 
needed, providing help and comfort in 
times of distress.

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Nothing sedate about Morris Dancing

This week Tom joined the WESSEX MORRIS MEN 
for a night of performances. 


T HERE are few 

things more English 
than the sight of 
Morris Men on a summer’s 
evening, drinking real ale 
from tankards and dancing 
at a village pub. 

It’s a kind of rock solid 
tradition that we would 
hate to see disappear. 

The Wessex Morris Men 
are still going strong but 
they are on the lookout for 
some young blood. Thus I 
joined them on Monday 
evening for a trio of per¬ 
formances in village pubs 
around Weymouth. 

The side is currently 
made up of men of retire¬ 
ment age, or those who are 
fast approaching it.They 
come from all walks of life 
and all parts of Dorset and 
a lot of them are ex sports¬ 
men who have found the 
same camaraderie and team 
spirit in Morris Dancing. 

The eldest member of the 
side is 85-year-old foreman 
Don Byfleet. Don has been 
dancing for 50 years and 


knows all there is to know 
about the art. 

He is an ex rugby player 
and agrees that the two dis¬ 
ciplines have a lot in com¬ 
mon. “It’s good exercise, 
you get a good run around 
in the bus with a lot of 
mates and at the end you all 
have a good sing song.” 

He is keen to add, the 
songs have a bit more class 
and style than those you 
might hear on the back of a 
rugby coach. 

Morris Dancing does 
have a stigma attached to it 
which it finds hard to 
shake, and I imagine the 
younger sportsman feels he 
won’t want to hang up his 
boots for bells anytime 
soon. 

I’m aware of that stigma 
myself, it takes a lot to em¬ 
barrass me but I have to 
admit I did feel a little self- 
conscious as I stepped out 
of the pub toilets in full 
Morris dancing regalia for 
the first time. It’s hard to 
keep a low profile when 



you jingle on every step. 

When the full side arrived 
that self-consciousness was 
lost and I just became one 
of the gang. It’s a kit, like 
you would have in any 
sports team, only with bells 
and hankies. 

Usually a new dancer 
would join the side in the 
autumn, train through the

winter and come the sum¬ 
mer they’d be competent at 
a handful of the dances. 

I had 20 minutes practice 
in a conservatory a week 
before and then on Monday 
night I met the side at the 
The Smugglers Inn, Os- 
mington Mills, ready for 
my debut. 

I’d secretly hoped we 
may be tucked away in the 
comer in front of one man 
and his dog but instead we 
soon became the focal 
point of the pub garden 
with dozens of spectators. 

The experts showed how 
it was done and with the 
first few mind-boggling 
dances, I really appreciated 
the intricacy of the foot¬ 
work and the synchronisa¬ 
tion of the dancers. 

Each dance originates 
from an English village, 
generally from the 
Cots wolds. I had learnt the 
basics of the B amp ton 
dances, one of the more 
simple to pick up. 

My first dance of the 
night was Shepherd’s Hey,

I did my best to keep up, 
hopping around and wav¬ 
ing my hankies frantically. 
I got away with it and man¬ 
aged to survive unscathed, 
thanks to a lot of help from 
the side who welcomed me 
with open arms and went 
out of their way to make 
sure I didn’t get lost. 

I even got a sympathetic 
round of applause from the 
crowd when our Squire, 
Howard Gorringe, an¬ 
nounced why I had joined 
them for the night. 

Next on our tour schedule 
was the Bridge Inn, Pre¬ 
ston. A smaller crowd this 
time and with my debut 
performance out of the way 
I settled in and began to 
enjoy it a bit more. 

The side had approached 
me to do the column as 
they hoped it might attract 
some new, and perhaps 
younger, members. 

It obviously had an in¬ 
stant impact because we re¬ 
cruited three children at the 
pub who each joined in a 
handclap dance. By the end 
of the performance the 
whole pub garden was up 
and dancing. Who needs 
Glastonbury when you’ve 
got Preston on a Monday 
night! 

The final stop on the tour 
was Springhead in Sutton 
Poyntz. This appeared to 


be the quietest of the three 
pubs but once the music 
started playing the drinkers 
all came outside to see 
what was going on. 

I was clearly doing well 
because as the evening pro¬ 
gressed one member sug¬ 
gested I join in with one of 
the stick dances. After 
being told that injuries in 
these dances ranged from 


broken fingers to fractured 
skulls, I decided against it. 

With the dancing over we 
retired into the pub. The 
night was still young for 
the Morris Men and when I 
left at 10:30pm everyone 
was still in full song. 

That was by far late 
enough on a Monday for 
me, I think I’d struggle to 
keep up with the three pubs 


a night routine of the Mor¬ 
ris Men. 

To tell the truth, before I 
set out on this challenge I 
thought Morris Dancing 
might be a little too sedate 
for the younger generation 
but after one night with 
Wessex Morris I think that 
a rugby team might be too 
sedate for them!

'Voodoo'could be 
sound of the summer 




PAPA Le Gal return to Lyme Regis on Saturday for a gig to officially 
launch their long-awaited debut EP 'Voodoo'. 

Now based in Bristol, the exciting and colourful funky five-piece have 
long been regarded as one of the top live bands in the area, but until 
now have not ventured into recording. 

Well, it's been worth the wait. 

The five song EP kicks off with the title track Voodoo, a fantastic 
dance stomper, with catchy group-vocal hooks, Olli Dixon's slick guitar 
riffs and blasts of brass, all superbly backed by Greg Walters' strong 
samba beat. 

Voodoo is followed up by the unbelievably cheerful, summery Wake 
Up, with doubled up lead vocals from Grace Gillan and Jacques Ver- 
haeren - a vocal duo whose live-performance energy is beautifully 
captured on the record. The track is wonderfully underpinned by the 
melodic bass line and jangly guitar lead, and Wil Bensons' under- 
stated-yet-spot-on sax. 

A newer addition to live sets, Sidewinder features Grace heading up 
vocals with a genuine effortless soul, backed by a super-cool funk 
groove and laid-back loose drums. Midway through the song breaks 
into an off-kilt guitar line followed by a well-placed trumpet solo, be¬ 
fore returning to the main groove. 

The wonderfully atmospheric Tel Aviv, which was featured on Bris¬ 
tol's Southsound radio this Monday, paints a vivid picture, calling on 
a chilled dub rhythm, and kicking off vocally with Jacques' powerful 
reggae-infused sounds, before Grace joins in vocals. An irresistible 
walking bass line and echoing guitar strokes join a tight beat to carry 
the track musically. 

For me, the undoubted stand-out (taking nothing away from the pre¬ 
vious four tunes) is Take A Step, a song so infectious and upbeat it 
could easily be a summer radio smash. Starting off with interweaving 
funky bass and guitar, and a skipping drum beat, the track is brought 
to life by the joyous vocals of Jacques and Grace, and powers through 
with occasional brass bursts and a melodic and understated guitar 
solo with a 60s surf vibe. 

The recording of Take A Step encapsulates the energy and feel-good 
spirit of the live favourite - no 
mean feat-and nicely rounds the " 

EP off. 

If you've never seen Papa live 
before, this is a chance not to 
pass up, and if you have you don't 
need telling twice!

Chris Gradwell is an associate of the Royal Academy of Music and has freelanced 
with all the London orchestras, especially the London Symphony, Royal Philharmonic 
and National Philharmonic. He also founded and played with the London Saxophone 
Quartet, and has had his own big band -The Little Big Band. Since moving to Devon 
five years ago, Chris plays with The Beare, Le Jazz, The Little Big Band and AJ’s Big 
Band 

Andrew Barrett is one of the West Country's best known jazz guitarists, he has per¬ 
formed internationally in Scandinavia, Portugal, France and New York. London venues 
he has appeared at include The Royal Academy of Arts, The Ritz and the 100 Club, 
the oldest live music venue in the capital. 

Mike Thorn plays double bass for the group. Born in Cornwall, he toured the world 
for several years with Charles Aznavour before returning to England to play for the 
London West End theatre. Mike has performed and recorded with many of the great 
international Jazz soloists, and continues to accompany them in West Country tours 
where he has established himself as a mainstay of the South West's lively jazz scene. 

Andrew Daldorph, a former pupil of Tiffin's boys school Kingston, graduated with 
a first class honours degree in music from the University of Southampton in 1993. 
He then took up the post of Organ Scholar at Guildford Cathedral under Andrew 
Millington and subsequently gained Fellowship of the Royal College of Organists. 
Andrew took lessons from some of the world's most eminent organists, including 
Peter Hurford, David Hill, David Sanger and Dame Gillian Weir, and on the harpsichord 
of both the Exeter Chamber Choir and the East Devon Choral Society. Joining the 
musicians for this special concert will be singer Kate Walker. Kate studied singing at 
Welsh College of Music and Drama and appears regularly in oratorio and concerts 
throughout the region. Kate continues to study with world renowned Mezzo Soprano 
Claire Powell. Although classically trained, singing popular songs from the eras of the 
20's to the 40's has become a regular part of her performances. With Andrew Dal¬ 
dorph and Chris Gradwell from Le Jazz she sings in the cabaret trio, Music Deco.

Cars are getting greener 

Today's cars generate 14 per cent of all C02 emissions in the UK, 
marginally less than in 2000, despite an increase of 4 million 
cars on the road according to Energy use and C02 emissions, the 
latest motoring facts report from road safety charity the 1AM. 
While carbon emissions from all forms of road transport continue 
to rise, the rate from cars fell from 196 grams of C02 per km in 
1997 to 174 grams C02 per km in 2008. Total UK emissions are 
forecast to increase but those from cars are set to continue falling. 
The report also finds that: 

• People's perception is that cars and aircraft are the two biggest 
carbon polluters, when in fact the top two are power stations and 
industry. 

• Since 1997 the overall fuel economy of new cars has improved 
by a quarter, mostly in the last ten years. 

• Average new car fuel consumption for petrol cars fell from 8.28 
litres per 100km in 1997 to 6.93 litres per 100km in 2008. 

• Households produce as much C02 as cars. 

• The biggest single consumer is the energy generating industry 
itself when it converts one form or energy into another (for exam¬ 
ple oil to electricity) and through energy lost in distribution. 

1AM director of policy and research Neil Greig said: "Despite what 
many green experts may say, Britain's drivers and the motoring in¬ 
dustry are doing their bit to reduce carbon emissions. Drivers are 
shifting to greener engines and have embraced incentives like 
cheaper vehicle excise duty for more fuel efficient models. 
"Manufacturers should also take credit for producing models 
across the range that are cleaner and greener. But driving style is 
crucial - the best fuel-saver is a light right foot and anticipation of 
the road ahead." 

How to improve your MPG and cut carbon emissions: 

• Keep your vehicle moving rather than stopping and starting. 
Look further ahead and slowdown earlier to avoid stopping. Driv¬ 
ing at a constant speed is far more fuel efficient than heavy accel¬ 
erating and braking. 

• Check your tyres. Under-inflated tyres have a big impact on fuel 
economy. 

• Put your car on a diet, remove unnecessary weight, including roof 
racks, car clutter and heavy items in the boot. 

• Try to avoid using air conditioning and climate control at low 
speeds as they increase fuel consumption. Open a window. 

• However at high speeds, close your windows to maintain the 
aerodynamics of the car. Use air-con to get the car to a comfort¬ 
able temperature, and then turn it off to save fuel. 

• Clean screens rarely mist up - so you'll use the heater and air-con¬ 
ditioning less. 

• Try changing up your gears earlier; for petrol engines at 2,500 
rpm (revs per minute), and diesel engines 2,000 rpm 

• Reverse into parking bays: manoeuvring with a cold engine uses 
more fuel, so make the most of having a hot engine. 

• It will take most cars at least a couple of miles to warm up and 
run efficiently. Could you walk or cycle? 

• Drive at an even pace over speed humps. Slowing down and 
speeding up drinks more fuel. 

• Stick to the speed limit.

Under inflation nation 

• 68% of cars in the UK have under-inflated tyres 

• Under-inflation is costing motorists almost £1 billion a 
year in extra fuel • The average spare tyre is danger¬ 
ously under-inflated 

New research from Kwik Fit reveals that over two-thirds 
(69%) of cars in the UK are being driven with under-in¬ 
flated tyres, at least 3psi under the manufacturer’s rec¬ 
ommendation.* Just 4% of motorists are travelling on 
all four tyres pumped up to the recommended pressure. 
According to Kwik Fit the average under-inflated tyre is 
down by a whopping 18% (5.75psi) and with even a 
small amount of under-inflation reducing fuel efficiency 
it estimates that motorists are wasting almost a £1 bil¬ 
lion (£993 million) a year on excess fuel. 

Under-inflated tyres produce poor handling and braking 
and can lead to tread damage and blow-outs . Kwik 
Fit’s study found that almost 10% of cars had tyres on 
the same axle with a difference of lOpsi or more, which 
could lead to severe instability. 

Out of sight, out of mind - No air in the spare. 

Motorists needing to use the spare tyre may be in for a 
nasty surprise as on average it’s under-inflated by a 
staggering 18psi. That’s a shocking 44% lower than the 
recommended average pressure of approximately 44psi 
for a spare. 

Many drivers experiencing a puncture will put on their 
spare unaware of its low pressure, and continue their 
journey driving in the same style, with potentially disas¬ 
trous consequences. 

The space-saving design of some spare tyres means 
that they have to be inflated to much higher pressures 

- almost double that of a regular tyre (up to 60psi). 
Over-inflated and dangerous 

The study also revealed that some motorists are over¬ 
compensating as one-in-seven (14%) cars are driving 
around on at least one tyre that is more than 3psi over¬ 
inflated. The average over-filled tyre is 12% (3.75psi) 
above the recommended level, which could lead to ir¬ 
regular wear and even bulging of the tyre sidewall. 

Ian Fraser, chief executive of Kwik Fit said: “Under-in¬ 
flated tyres not only hit hard pressed motorists in the 
wallet but can be extremely dangerous, potentially lead¬ 
ing to a blow-out. With research showing that many 
service station tyre gauges are inaccurate, motorists 
may well feel safer coming to Kwik Fit where their tyre 
pressure can be checked using calibrated pressure 
gauges for free by a tyre expert. 

“If your tyre won’t hold its pressure, there could be a 
slow leak in the valve or a puncture. These problems 
are mostly cheap and easy to fix. For those who are 
worried about their spare, there’s always nitrogen infla¬ 
tion. Nitrogen molecules are bigger - and indeed drier 

- than those in normal air, so help keep a tyre at the 
correct pressure for longer.”

Premier League 

Parley 166-5 beat Dorchester 164 all out by five wickets 

LOSING the toss and a couple of unfortunate dismissals 
saw Dorchester lose their clash with reigning champions 
Parley as they both battle for the title. 

Forced to bat first on a wicket affected by overnight rain, 
they got off to a bad start when Rob Waite saw the ball roll 
gently back onto his stumps after playing a forward defen¬ 
sive shot with just nine on the board. 

Barber (3-43) then yorked Adam Rendell (3) and Dan Belt 
(12) followed to leave the county town on 50-3. Dave 
Maslan (25) however was looking in fine form but then got 
a big high nick that the wicket keeper could only parry but 
was brilliantly caught by Raj Naik on the rebound. 

Captain Martyn Richards (16) looked to have steadied the 
ship but after a couple of nice boundaries succumbed to a 
full toss, and only a eighth wicket stand of 51 between top 
scorer Chris Backhouse (28) and Jon Legg (8) playing a fine 
support role gave the innings credence with Phil Morley 
(23) hitting a few lusty blows at the finish to close at 164 all 
out. 

In reply Collins (31) and Barber (48) got Parley off to a 
great start with a stand of 97, but both fell within a run to 
Waite (1-27) and James Dunham (1-34) respectively. How¬ 
ever Jaques and Naik took the score to 132 before Rendell 
dismissed Jaques (23) with his first ball. 

Although Rendell (2-11) also trapped Robbie Gunn (4) leg 
before, and Legg (1-14) had Price caught by Phil Morley, 
Naik (30 not out) and Roshan Embalagama (7 not out) saw 
them home in the blazing sunshine on a now very flat track 
and fast outfield with ten overs to spare. 

Richards said: "It was a bad day out. And after losing the 
toss in gloomy, wet conditions, a signal that it wasn't to be 
our day was when Rob Waite was dismissed. 

"All in all it was an uninspiring day for us where every¬ 
thing seemed to go against us. Having said that it was a 
good performance by Parley who have some good young 
cricketers and showed us the levels of discipline we need 
to hit with the ball and in the field in particular. 

Stalbridge 251-8 beat Weymouth 204 all out by 47 runs 

WEYMOUTH might have expected to have come away 
from the Park with a win after they reduced their hosts to 
91-6, but the George Wissett-Warner found his form and 
took the game away from the Seasiders with a magnificent 
century to set a good target of 251-8. 

With Stuart Sweatman (37) and Ollie Calcott (16) adding 
49 for the first wicket Stalbridge appeared to be in charge 
but with Sweatman's demise five wickets crashed as Wey¬ 
mouth regained the initiative. 

However Wissett-Warner who had rode his luck early on 
found an ally in Rob Knight (33) as they added 129 for the 
seventh wicket with Wissett-Warner finally falling for 122. 

Dan Hutchens in his first game back was best for the 
hosts with 3-33. 

Unfortunately Weymouth's top order all made starts but 
couldn't go on except Dean Janaway (37) and they were 
struggling at 128-7. However Cube Whyte took the game 
to Stalbridge, hitting a fine half century (56) off just 39 balls, 
but his efforts and late runs from Hutchens (14) couldn't 
prevent defeat. 

Division Two 

Beaminster 129 all out lost to Swanage 171 -8 by 42 runs 

BEAMINSTER looked to be well on the way to victory 
against the current league leaders when they reduced 
Swanage to 53-6, but a late rally from the tail saw them 
reach the unlikely total of 171-8 in their allotted overs. 

Beaminster's top order also failed to register and the 
home side were 12-4 before Colin Lloyd came to the rescue 
but it was too late as Beaminster were dismissed 42 runs 
short of their target. 

Beaminster were delighted to win the toss and field on a 
green damp wicket, and with perfect overhead conditions 
for swing bowling, their bowlers performed well as they 
swung the ball and found movement off of the pitch.

With first change bowler Murray Legg (4-49) also bowling 
well, Swanage were in trouble as they crawled along to 53- 
6; Baker bowling his 12 overs unchanged to finish with su¬ 
perb figures of 1-9. 

However Swanage through Baczala (39 not out) staged a 
recovery as the middle order batsman played stubbornly 
and took advantage of any stray deliveries and with R King 
(38) and Norman (32) also making useful contributions 

Chris Park and Mark Barber both took good catches but 


in the last five overs both bowling and fielding wilted under 
pressure as Swanage finished on an unlikely high total of 
171-8. 

In reply, Beaminster's top order failed miserably with the 
opening bowlers R King (3-33) and Baczala (4-28) taking 2 
wickets each leaving Beaminster on 12-4. Veteran Lloyd rel¬ 
ished the challenge and single handed fought back making 
an excellent 40 and sharing useful partnerships with Baker 
(11) and Paul Martin (18). 

Although Legg (15) and Mark Barber (8) also scored runs 
at the end, the damage had been done earlier and Beamin¬ 
ster were never in the hunt and were finally dismissed for 
129 all out in the 41 st over. 

Dorchester 2nd 140 all out lost to Christchurch 183-9 
by 43 RUNS 

Wl N NING the toss Dorchester invited their visitor to bat on 
what they hoped was a rain affected wicket, but it played 
much better than expected. 

Even so, they bowled and field well to restrict 
Christchurch to 183-9 in their allotted overs, with Joe Power 
(3-30) producing his best spell of the year and Crispin 
Brown grabbing a brace. 

Dorchester got off to a bad start in reply and apart from 
Marcus Evans who pieced together an excellent 40 and 
joint captain Steve Budd who weighed in with 22 at num¬ 
ber seven they were second best. 

Joint captain Simon Joslin said:"This is a very competitive 
league and everybody can beat each other; there's not a lot 
in it. 

"We didn't play to our best today and as a result they won. 
We were confident after dismissing them at getting the 
total because we thought it was a 200 wicket, but we got 
off to a bad start and didn't recover although the tail 
wagged a little." 

"I think anyone of the top five can win it, which includes 
us, but we may need to up our game a bit more to ensure 
we have that bit extra." 

Division Three 

Parley 2nd 77-0 beat Bridport 74 all out by ten wickets 

CAPTAIN Mark Smith thinks his side's lack of success is 
driven by a lack of confidence, and will be ordering his side 
to relax and go out and enjoy their cricket. 

"Our confidence is really low at the moment and the play¬ 
ers are not enjoying themselves, and that is showing in the 
performances. 

"It's funny we played a t20 friendly with Beaminster last 
week and hit 145 in our innings, but don't seem to be able 
to repeat it when we have 45 overs on a Saturday. 

"We're a young side and we should be enjoying our 
cricket and we are not doing that at the moment. We need 
to relax and take it in our stride and see if that brings re¬ 
sults." 

On Saturday only Luke King showed any real application 
at the crease with a top score of 24. Parley's young opening 
bowler John Hicks (4-24) was like lightning and soon had 
Bridport in trouble as they were skittled for just 74 all out. 
Parley knocked off the total with ease. 

Cattistock 244-6 beat Shillingstone 178 all out by 66 runs 

THIS was a shock but well deserved win by Cattistock who 
easily beat the league leaders who have only dropped one 
point all season with Joey Baggs starring with a magnifi¬ 
cent 137 notout. 

On a wet wicket, Cattistock lost their first wicket at 15 but 
a second wicket partnership of 63 between Joey Baggs 
and his brother David (19) put them back on track. 

Baggs who had been dropped befor scoring hit seven¬ 
teen 4's and four 6's as he dispatched the visitors to all parts 
of the ground mainly supported by Billy Walbridge (31); the 
two adding 76 for the sixth wicket. 

Bob Edwards was the most successful Shillingstone 
bowler with 4-46. 

Stalbridge never really came to terms with the home 
bowlers who were well suited to the wicket and at one time 
were 112-8. Although Edwards (41) and J Peek (36) man¬ 
aged to lift the total it was Richard Fagence (5-38) that did 
most damage backed up by Bradley Damen (3-36) and 
Buddy Langford (2-35) as Cattistock secured a midtable po¬ 
sition with the win. 

MARTINSTOWN 151 ALL OUT BEAT PORTLAND RT 97 ALL OUT BY 
54 RUNS 

WITH Martinstown captain Nick Quintrell sidelined with a 
broken thumb, Danny Dancer led the side, and did it by ex¬ 
ample as his side had an easy win over Portland Red Trian¬ 
gle. 

Asked to bat on a wicket affected by overnight rain, they 
lost openers Henry Lewis (1) and Ed Nichols (4) with just 13 
on the board, but Stuart Fry (47) and Sam Kershaw (42) re¬ 


covered the situation with a stand of 61. Kershaw remained 
defiant as Dancer added 15 as they recovered to 104-4. 

However wickets continued to fall at regular intervals to 
Simon Proffitt ( 3-37) and Jon Dixon as they struggled to 
151 all out. 

However the lack of runs was made up by some very ac¬ 
curate and mean bowling for the home side, and only 
opener Chris Leake (18) and Callan Laws (24) made any runs 
of note with most batting for survival. 

Dancer took 4-20 with Liam Banfield (4-26) matching his 
wicket haul; seven of his 12 overs being maidens. Fry was 
even meaner taking 1 -8 from seven overs whilst both Matt 
Rimmer and Matthew Camp despite not taking a wicket 
were very economical. 

Quintrell said:"l was really pleased with this win over Port¬ 
land, particularly as we continue to be hampered with in¬ 
juries and absentees.Stu Fry was promoted in Tommy 
Adams absence and kerbed his attacking game in compil¬ 
ing 47 and with Sam Kershaw compiled the key stand of 
the match. 

The belated arrival of the sun during tea wasn't ideal from 
our perspective but in fairness the pitch didn't appear to 
play too differently or the outfield appreciably speed up. 
From the start our bowlers were superb making survival 
never mind scoring runs difficult, and Stu and Liam as first 
and second change effectively killed the game in the mid¬ 
dle overs. 

"This was a pleasing victory from our club's perspective

How wrong could I be; every batsman showed true grit 
and patience and stepped up to the mark. 

"A reshuffle of the team allowed the first appearance of 
the season not only for Cotterell but also 17-year-old Cal- 
lumTucker (0-18 from five overs) bowling left-arm spin. We 
have lots of other young players champing at the bit to play 
and they will be given a chance as we go into the second- 
half of the season"

Endurance victory for Dace 


AFTER five years of riding Endurance 
Woodroffe School sixth form pupil 
Dace Saunders, part of the British U2 1 
squad, competed in her first interna¬ 
tional ride at Nottingham recently. 

Endurance is not a widely known 
sport in Great Britain, it involves riding 
distances up to 160km in a day with 
intermittent vet gates to ensure the 
horse is fit and ready to continue. 

However next year the Endurance 
World Championships are being held 
in Great Britain in conjunction with the 
Olympics which it is hoped will raise 
awareness of this demanding sport. 

Competing on Ballota (Lottie) a pure 
bred Arabian, Dace explained: "I had 
entered the 90km FEI class and had 
spent the previous months training 
Lottie, this training seemed to pay off 
as before the first vet gat we had al¬ 
ready acquired a lead of 15 minutes. 
The ride ended in success with a win, 
and an immense feeling of pride in 
Lottie". 

"This success gave me confidence for 
the second ride of the year at Euston 
Park near Thetford. 

"This ride is notably one of the most 
prestigious in Europe, the highlight 
being the presence of The Royal Family 
of the United Arab Emirates compet¬ 
ing in the event. 

The 80km ride at Euston Park also in¬ 
cluded the British Young Rider Cham¬ 
pionships in which riders under 21 


compete in to claim the title for the 
year. 

"I have to say this ride was the most 
nerve racking and exciting I have ever 
done in my years of doing endurance." 

Alex Tennant, a young rider from 
Wales, and Dace were lapping each 
other for the duration of the ride. It 
came to the last loop and Alex got out 
of the venue five minutes ahead. 

"At this point Dace's hopes of win¬ 
ning were fading, as to catch up five 
minutes on a 19 kilometre loop is not 
easily done. 

"Lottie really showed her fitness and 
competitiveness and within 30 min¬ 
utes we had caught up, and with no 
more than 10 kilometres till the finish 
line we made a decision to ride to¬ 
gether until a mile to the finish line 
where we would then race in, making 
it a fair end to a fair ride" continued 
Dace. 

"My stomach was in my mouth as 
we approached the mile mark both 
horses galloped flat out to the finish 
line, it really was amazing the spirit 
and energy they found after 80km to 
exuberate this kind of energy which 
saw Lottie came over the finish line 
first. 

"The overwhelming feeling of pride 
I felt really was not expressible in 
words. 

"After congratulating Alex on a fair 
race, we went on to pass our final vet 


inspection, claiming the title of British 
Young Rider Champion 2011. 

"There are so many people I have to 
thank for helping me to make the be¬ 
ginning of the year such a success. 

" I am now preparing for the 120km 
ride at Euston Park on the July 11 th 
and I hope I can bring more success to 
the area."

Whether it was a tactic 
to hamper his preferred 
racing line or not, it 
worked, and Sweeney 
found himself against the 
rails with nowhere to go. 

However he got his re¬ 
venge as once back in 
clear space his charge 
picked up the pace and 
with Quattrocentre almost 
running on the spot to¬ 
wards the finish he gal¬ 
loped on to take the prize 
of £5,600. 

"It was a super run by 
Cullahill and an equally 
impressive ride by 
Nathan,"declared Buckler. 

"The horse prefers to run 
wide and have daylight in 
front of him, and when he 


was boxed in it was diffi¬ 
cult to see him winning 
and at that point he was 
700-1 with the bookies to 
win, but Nathan stayed 
calm and rode him to per¬ 
fection. 

"Quattrocentro's connec¬ 
tions were quite certain 
before the race that their 
horse was going to win." 

Cullahill who went off 
the 11/4 favourite has now 
run five times in a month, 
winning twice and finish¬ 
ing second and third twice 
in the others. 

This gives his owner Nick 
Elliott the top strike rate of 
the new season with five 
wins and four places, and 
puts Buckler 32nd in the 
top trainers list with al¬ 
most £20,000 and also the 
top strike trainer with 31 
per cent. 

The win also made 
Sweeney the top NH 
jockey of the season on 
strike rates, with seven 
wins and seven placings in 
his 20 rides to date. 

The win was Buckler's 
12th top three finish out of 
13 runners this season.
